Warren said, but each agency 
would be responsible for setting 
up its own budget initially.

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The Legislat ure's Job 


The Wisconsin legislature that will 


convene in Madison for its 78th regular 
session early in January will be compen- 
sated at a higher level, served with a more 
generous complement of assistants and 
advisors, and will have the benefit of a 
cadre of leadership in both parties of 
greater experience than any in the history 
of the state. 


The newly elected members taking 


their seats will be entered on the payroll 
for salaries of $8,400 a year, a boost of 
about 50 per cent over the previous pay. 
Hold-over members of the state senate, 
whose terms extend through the next two 
years, will be paid at the previous leveL 
Constitutional law prohibits the raising of 
their pay during the terms for which they 
were elected. 


The 1965 legislature rewrote the laws 


providing for auxiliary services for the law- 
makers. They now have more private 
office space and mere secretarial assis- 
tance than ever before. There are generous 
fringe benefits, in the way of living 
allowances for the time spent in session, 
travel reimbursement and others. In 
financial terms, the Wisconsin legislature 
is one of the best treated in the country. 
There was clamorous criticism of the 
salary revision law, generated in part by 
the unfortunate disposition of these men to 
act on such issues with what appears to 
some critics to be stealth. But it is to their 
credit that when they were severely 
challenged, and encountered a stinging 
veto from Gov. Knowles, they followed his 
counsel- and arranged for independent 
consultation on the question of emolu- 
ments. 


As far as we have been able to

hostility about the salary measure finally 
enacted after thoughtful 
study by an 


advisory 
committee 
of representative 


citizens .and the state department of 
personnel 


Yet we would remind these representa- 


tives that the people they serve will expect 
performance this winter commensurate 
with the handsome improvement in their 
salaries and allowances. There is no reason 
readily visible to their constituents why 
the weekly sittings of the legislature 
should not be extended to at least four 
days, and perhaps five, instead of the 
.skinny sessions of two and one half to 
three days that have been habitual. The 
explanation for the long recesses has been 
the desire of these men to accommodate the 
private jobs and professions most of the 
members continue when they serve in the 
senate or the assembly. 


But the new salary schedule is based on 


the demonstration that for the competent 
and responsible representative, legislative 
duties represent approximately a half-time 
occupation. There is no readily acceptable 
reason why the new legislature cannot 
dispose of its work, deliberately and 
carefully, in six or seven months, or eight, 
as an absolute limit. The endless sessions 
of the last decade were as tiring to the 
people as to the men involved. With one 
party numerical control restored by the 
people in the election, the challenge for a 
session of reasonable duration and dili- 
gence confronts the Republican majority. 


Trouble Among Friends 


It's a wonder Communists are forever 


looking for enemies, when they have such 
good friends to do battle with. 


Not only are the conflicts on large 


nation scales, such as between China and 
Albania on one side and most of the rest of

Communist 
world on the 
other. 


Individuals are having their problems too. 


Robert Williams, once a North Carolina 


resident, hopped off to Cuba after a 
kidnapping charge was brought against 
him. He published a newsletter and started 
what he called Radio Free Dixie broadcasts 
to the 
United States in protest of 


treatment of fellow Negroes. But then he 
began to run into difficulties with the 
Cuban comrades. He claims he couldn't 
open an information 
office, 
that Ms 


records were stolen and that an edition of 
his newsletter was forged. Cuban authori- 
ties wouldn't let him accept a' speaking 


engagement in Sweden and he claims that 
some $1,500 he sent to friends in New 
York never left Cuba. 


So Williams set out for China. First he 


made a couple of visits and then enrolled 
his sons in Chinese schools. But he claims 
he had trouble getting out of the Cuban 
clutches. Cuban authorities even suggested 
that he return to the United States. 


Williams is now in China and he has 


written Fidel Castro about his problems. 
He charges that the Cuban government 
"allowed 
saboteurs 
to 
sabotage 
our 


struggle." The letter challenges in length 
even Fidel's marathon television appear- 
ances. It is sixteen pages long and has 
some 8,550 words. 


In a few weeks, no doubt, some Red 


Guard units will start to give Williams 
trouble. But where can one go after 
Peking? 


New Ro/e for Viefnamese Army 


There may be considerable resentment 


among Americans at the news that most of 
the South Vietnamese army will soon be 
removed from combat, leaving the fighting 
of the war to the United States and the 
token forces from our various allies. But 
the policy is probably a wise one and for at 
least two reasons. 


The number of casualties in the last 


few months has been bitter evidence that 
in reality American forces were increasing- 
ly taking over the fighting of the war. 
Whatever the lack of enthusiasm at home 
for the war, it has not affected the ability 
of the American military to fight. We have 
the better equipment, despite some serious 
supply problems, sounder military tech- 
niques 
and apparently 
the individual 


American soldier also has the will. This 
may in part be a negative one. After all, 
where would an American deserter in Viet 
Nam go? However, all reports are that 
morale is extremely high among American 
troops. 


This has obviously not been true among 


the South Vietnamese. The desertion rate 
is fantastically high and matched only by a 
similar disinclination for war among many 
of the Viet Cong conscripts. The internal 
conflicts have also influenced the South 
Vietnamese inability to be an effective 
fighting force. For what may be quite valid 
political reasons, Premier Ky has shifted 
corps commanders and lesser officers, and 
despite the length of time he has been able 
to hold office, there is a tenuous quality 
about any command in Viet Nam after the 
years of instability. There has been no 
American 
official statement about the 


combat ability of the South Vietnamese 
but the Australians reportedly have been 
highly criticial. 


But in the long run the purpose to 


which the South Vietnamese troops are 
now to be aimed is just as important as 
winning the war as far as preventing the 
eventual fall to communism of South Viet 
Nam. The "pacification" program has been 
outlined for years. Last winter it was made 
more definite Yith training schools set up 
for the pacification teams. Their purpose is 
to go to the villages, reclaimed by military 
action from the Viet Cong, and then win 
the support of the peasants to the Saigon 
government. Whether or not their methods 
are effective has yet to be determined on 
any broad scale because at this time they 
have insufficient 
protection. 
Secretary 


NcNamara complained about the failures 
during his last visit in Viet Nam but was 
reportedly told that the pacification teams 
dared 
not remain in jungle 
villages 


overnight without adequate protection. 


The retraining program of the South 


Vietnamese military forces is to begin next 
month on a modest scale. By next July it is 
hoped that about 175,000 soldiers will be 
active in giving security to the pacification 
teams. Quite obviously, even if the North 
Vietnamese troops are driven out, the 
National Liberation Front could take over 
through an honest election unless the 
peasants become convinced that it is vastly 
to their welfare to support a more 
democratic regime. 


In theory of course the pacification 


should be exclusively the work of the 
Vietnamese. It is essential to the defeat of 
communism in Viet Nam. It may be that 
the work will raise the morale of the South 
Vietnamese troops more than fighting the 
Viet Cong has. 


But we should not be at all surprised 


some months hence to find that more 
American troops in Viet Nam will be 
rationalized because of the need for them 
in the pacification program.

confusion and misunderstand- 
ing here, and especially among 
reporters who were not closely 
involved with the subject at 
Ihe time, relating to the 
"credit refund" scheme that 
was bounced around in state 
politics half a dozen years ago. 
Philip Kuehn, Republican nom- 
inee for governor in 1960 for 
example, unwisely embraced 
the scheme, and discovered 
too late that it was hard to 
explain and generally misun- 
derstood or ignored by voters. 
The idea there was to enact a 
"general" sales tax, for the 
sake of administrative con- 
venience and efficiency and to 


rebate to individuals the ex- 
emption equivalent of necessi- 
ties of consumption in the way 
of cash payments or income 
tax credits at the end of the 
tax year. 


But that plan has been 


abandoned long since. When 
Gov. 
Knowles sent his tax 


message to the legislature two 
years ago it wasn't mentioned. 
Instead Knowles asked for a 
general sales tax with food, 
clothing and drugs explicitly 
exempt, which would have had 
the effect of extending the 
levy somewhat beyond the 
"selective" tax now on the 
books.

is completed sometimes next 
spring, U is a fan- guess 
therefore that the Republican 
administration will propose a 
program similar to that first 
choice of 1965 which was 
dropped later in favor of more 
income taxation.

THE OUTLOOK 


Probably some additional 


tax revenue will be required. 
But forecasting involved spec- 
ulation about the attitude of 
the legislature on the question 
of spending, first, and the 
consequences 
of prosperity 


and price inflation on swelling 
present tax receipts, second. 


The 
total 
of additional 


spending requests — probably 
$300 million above present 
authorizations — will require 
substantial additional taxation 
if it is approved. The question 
is how much it will be cut 
back. The record of the last 10 
years in standing up against 
such pressures does not en- 
courage a prediction of suc- 
cess. Yet, some Republicans 
are mildly chagrined that the 
free spending issue could have 
been raised against them in 
the campaign this year by the 
Democrats, 
of 
all 
people. 


There is also the fact that 
there is an influential bloc of 
fiscal conservatives in the 
Assembly to be reckoned with. 
If Gov. Knowles wants to run 
again in the future, as most 
believe, he may find it wise to 
take a harder line on spending. 


The second element in the 


equation is the treasury in- 
come. Statehouse economists 
tend to be optimistic. Econom- 
ic output in Wisconsin tends to 
be higher than that of the 
average state. That inflates 
tax income. A reasonably 
generous increase in the bud- 
get could be sustained, prob- 
ably, without additional taxa- 
tion. Whether the governor 
and the new legislature can 
manage to hold the increase to

Whether it be red hair, 
freckles, the shape of one's 
nose, or the color of one's 
skin, any characteristic which 
is visible and differs from the 
local norm is met with a 
tremendous reservoir of ill will 
ranging from simple rejection 
to vehement hatred. If anyone 
reading this wants to experi- 
ence the actions and attitudes 
of his fellow man 
toward 


minority groups, let him at- 
tempt to be different. In this 
day of pious platitudes con- 
cerning brotherhood and the 
love of mankind, if you want 
to know what it is to be a 
"nigger," try to grow a beard. 
Don't change your habits of 
personal thoughtfulness, hard 
work, or cleanliness, just grow 
a beard. 


If you do try it, you will feel 


the terrible pressure to con- 
form to the outward norm of 
our society, and realize the 
exposure of the smallness, 
unreasoning 
prejudice, 
and 


sometimes hatred of even your 
closest associates. In fact, the 
exercise of growing a goatee 
will exert very strong forces 
in your own personality to 
make you try even harder to 


be thoughtful, hard working, 
and impeccably clean. And 
none of these efforts will help. 
As long as you are visibly 
different, the casual acquain- 
tance, the stranger at the 
coffee shop, the man on the 
street, will still make snide 
comments, and express his 
prejudice in ways you had not 
thought possible. As long as 
this situation exists, our prat- 
ings about brotherhood and 
tolerance are a pile of hypocri- 
tical garbage. 


One last point. After you 


experiment if you wish, or if 
the pressure finally gets to the 
point where your resolve col- 
lapses, you may quite easily 
return to the fold by sacri- 
ficing yourself and shaving off 
that thing which has built the 
wall of separation between you 
and your former friends. But 
there are some things one is 
born with, such as the color of 
his skin, and in your town, 
among your friends, such a 
one would unavoidably and 
continually 
experience 
the 


same extreme stresses which 
eventually forced your report- 
er, Mr. Harris, 
and even 


Dagwood, against their will, to 
shave "it" off. And for such a 
one there would be no way 
out. 


I trust that by pointing out 


these things explicitly, some 
will expand their own under- 
standing of their actions and 
attitudes and perhaps the next 
time you see someone who is 
different in some way, you will 
be led for conscience sake to 
examine the individual's per- 
sonality and not focus on the 
thing which makes him or her 
different.

I've answered this question 


briefly before, but it still seems 
to bother so many readers that 
perhaps it needs a more em- 
phatic answer.

It has been customary to 


soeak of "blood lines," a term 
which was used long before we 
had the faintest idea of what 
the genes are and how they 
behave, but that old expression 
still gives rise to a lot of false 
beliefs. 


Blood — the fluid, and the 


cells fa it — serves important 
purposes fa the body. Mostly the 
blood is a "delivery service," 
carrying oxygen, sugar and 
other nutrients throughout the 
body, and carrying away debris 
and waste matter. The blood 
carries oxygen from the lungs: 
it carries carbon dioxide back to 
the lungs to be exhaled. It does 
a similar service with food. It 
also carries antibodies to fight 
off infection. 


When you have a need for 


blood and require a transfusion, 
you don't keep that blood 
permanently. In a matter of 
three months or less, all of the 
transfused blood cells will have 
died off and been discarded by 
the body — that's the way the 
human system acts. 


Gradually new cells will have 


replaced the old ones, and 
new ones will be your own, 
created fa the marrow of your 
bones. 


Phrases about "blood lines," 


or "a taint fa the blood" should 
be abolished from the language, 
because blood has nothing to do 
with the kind of people we are. 


True, it is necessary to cross- 


match blood before a transfu- 
sion, because if the transfused 
blood is of a different type from 
that of the recipient, a chemical 
conflict results but this again 
has nothing to do with heredity 
or characteristics. There are 
only four main blood types — A, 
B, AB and O and everybody fa 
the world is of one of these four 
types.
